DETERIORATED 


Polish name of the 
ballet is) “Pan Twardowski.” 
“Pan” used to mean “Master,” 
a person of quality and proper- 
ty. Today it has deteriorated into 
plain “Mr,” 


The ballet is about a 
mediaeval alchemist whose life- 
itimo of study has led bim 
nelther to the discovery of gold 
nor of happiness. In ceturn for 
his lost youth he makes a pact 
with the Devil. Mr Twardowski 
flies off on the back of a glant 
cockerel, over the spires of 
Krakow toa palace full of 
beauitful girls. 


The 


The Devil surrounds him with 
a luxury suggesting — endless 
dollars or sterling and a black- 
market intlnitely better than 
anything in Poland. The joys 
provided, however, always end 
In disappointment for Mr 
Twardowski, Finally he is 
tricked into breaking bis con- 
tract with the Devil and finishes 
up as the man In the moon, 

The lete Ludomir Rozycki 
wrote the music 25 years ago. 
Into entrancing harmony he tn- 
corporafted almost every Pollsh 
folk tune and certainly cvery 
kind of dance, from the Polo- 
nalse gnd the Mazurka to the 
Krakowiok and the Oberk.
